GLASGOW EXHIBITION— 


AND AFTER. 


T will be a source of considerable satisfaction 
to London—whose tradespeople urgently 
need recompense for the losses incurred 

through the necessarily prolonged period of 
national mourning for the Queen we loved—if 
the deservedly successful Exhibition at Glasgow 
is followed ere long by another grand World’s 
Show in the Metropolis. A splendid site can be 
had for the asking. King Edward is known to 
have inherited that fondness for these industrial 
exhibitions as a popular means of recording 


national development which the late Prince 


Consort certainly, entertained. It was in token 
of this interest that His Majesty—finding duties 
of State would not allow him to travel north 
himself—deputed to his eldest daughter, Princess 
Louise, 
The Amiable Duchess of Fife, 
the pleasant task of opening the International 
Exhibition, which has sprung up as if by| 
magic—all credit to Mr. James Miller for waving 
the architect’s wand so dexterously—in the 
prettiest and most sylvan part of Glasgow, close 
by the noble University. The Duchess was 
accompanied by the Duke of Fife, and the 
Second City of the Empire had the opportunity 
of noting what Londoners have often observed 
with pleasure how attached-and happily mated 
a couple they are. Her Royal Highness (who, 
with the Duke, honoured Lord and Lady 
Blytheswood by staying at their house during 
the visit) must have been greatly impressed by 
The Magnitude of Glasgow. 

Indeed, the City of Glasgow itself, with its 
splendid Municipal Buildings, busy streets 
teeming with active citizens, and flourishing 
shipbuilding yards, forms the most striking 
Exhibition—when you once get away from 
the magnetic centre of the Kelvingrove fairy 
palaces, sketched on the ‘preceding page. 
The pregnant story of the rise of Glasgow 
is one of the most honourable chapters in 
the history of the British Isles. Glasgow is a 
monument of what indomitable industry, judi- 
ciously applied, can effect by years and years 
of ant - like perseverance under natural dis- 
advantages. The Clyde had to be dredged and 
nsade a fine river ere Glasgow could become 
commercially famous. In the *keen, hearty, 
hospitable, cheery Glasgow citizens who welcome 
you so cordially to-day you recognise the great 
qualities which have made the City on the Clyde 
what it is, and which have raised

to yield useful instruction to observant visitors. 
If, after a good substantial breakfast at the 
St. Enoch’s Hotel, a dip into the lively business 
thoroughfares of the city is as invigorating as a 
shower-bath, certainly a stroll through this 
beautifully compact Exhibition will yield many 
fruitful lessons in almost every department of 
labour and art. With the sun shining on the wide- 
stretching pleasure-grounds by the little river 
Kelvin, and on the elegant Exhibition and Fine 
Art Palaces and commanding University building 
on the heights above, the site may well be 
pronounced an ideal'one. Very refreshing to 
the sight indeed is Kelvingrove Park. Sou 
cannot help admiring the 888 of the 
Russian edifices with their golden pinnacles, or 
the skill with which the many annexes of other 
nations have been built. Too much praise can- 
not be lavished upon the architect who designed 
the grand dome-crowned, circular hall of the 
main Exhibition Palace—fitting shrine for the 
heroic statue of King Edward.

and Foreign Artists are hung to advantage, The 
collection of photographs is the most perfect 
ever exhibited. The Glasgow Exhibition is, in 
fine, a grand success, entitling Lord Provost 
Chisholme, Manager Hedley, and all concerned 
to the greatest credit.

The Kaiser’s Visit to Bonn.—The old-time city of 
Bonn, in the circle of the Lower Rhine, and its celebrated 
University have, within the last few days, been en féte in 
honour of the admission of the German Crown Prince 
as a student at the A seat of learning.
